metan Prince the like Hee keepeth 
abundance of wilde Beaſts, & that 
of divers ſorts, as Lyons,Elephants 
Leopards, Beares, Antlops, Vni- 
cornes; whereof ewol haue ſeene

at his Court, the ſtrangeſt beaſts of the 
world: they were brought hither out of 
the Countrie of Bengala, which is aking- 
dome of moſt{ingular fertilitie within 
the compalle of his Dominion, about 
foure moneths 1ourney from this, the 
midland parts therof being watered by 
diwers channels of the tamous Ganges, 
which hauenot as yet ſeene,but(God 
willing) Lmeane co viſite it before my 
departure out of this Countrie,thenee- 
relt part of it becing notaboue twelue 
daies 10urny from this Court, The King 
preſenteth himſelfe chrice euery daic 
without faile to his Nobles,at therifing 
of the Sunne, which he adoreth by the 
eleuation of his hands; at noone,and at 
hue oftheclocke in the euening: but he 
{tandeth in a roome aloft, alone by him 
felfe, and looketh yppon them from a 
window thathath an cmbroidered 
ſumptuous couerture, ſupported with 
ewo {tluer pillaſters to yeeld thaddowe 


' vnto him. Twice cuery week, Elephants 


tight before him, the brauelt ſpectacle 
in the worlde: many of them are thir-
